Loop 101 HOV Lane Improvement Project Requires Closures and Restrictions This Weekend. A major milestone in this project will 
be reached on Monday, October 31 with the scheduled opening of the last remaining stretch of new HOV lanes along the Loop 101 in the 
West Valley. Drivers will be able to use HOV lanes along the Loop 101 from I-10 in the Southwest Valley all the way to the Loop 202 in 
the Southeast Valley. As work continues on the HOV lanes on the Loop 101 (Agua Fria Freeway), drivers should be aware of a number of 
upcoming restrictions and closures, which include:

•	 Northbound Loop 101 will be closed between Olive and 75th avenues from 10 p.m. Friday to 5 a.m. Monday (Oct. 31) for final 		
	 striping and traffic switch. The on-ramps at Glendale and Northern avenues will also be closed. DETOUR: Exit at Olive Avenue to 91st 	
	 Avenue north to Cactus Road east to 75th Avenue north to access Loop 101 at Beardsley Road. 
•	 Northbound Loop 101 will be narrowed to two lanes between Interstate 10 and Olive Avenue from 9 p.m. Saturday to 5 a.m. 		
	 Monday (Oct. 31) for HOV lane striping. 
•	 The eastbound Interstate 10 ramp to northbound Loop 101 will be closed from 9 p.m. Saturday to 9 a.m. Sunday (Oct. 30). 		
	 DETOUR: Exit at 99th or 91st avenues north to McDowell Road for access to Loop 101.
